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DETAILS OF TU£ YEAR'S DOINGS.

Washington, Deo. 8.— The report of 
Hon. James H. Eokela, comptroller of 
currency, submitted to oongres.s, givos 
lull iiiforiiiiitioii in roftard to the orKan- 
izatiuii, svi]H>i'visiuu oud liqaidatiou of 
tho uatiuuul bunks for the year ended 
Oct. 81. 18«4. It shows that dnring 
this pcnriod bat SO banks were urgun- 
iaed, with a capital stock of |6.28fi,000, 
the emallest number chartered, as well 
M the miuimutn ikinount of c:i])ital in 
any one year since 1879. Of these new 
bauka !?7 aru in the northern and east- 
ern states, 10 in the sonthem states and 
18 in the western or tnui»>MiMdisippi 
division. 

On Oot. 81, 1894, the total number of 
national banks in operation was 8,756, 
with an antliorizecf capital stock of

The tot.d eircuiatioii ot nation. il banks 
on Oct. )U, JMtl, aii.oiinted in ^(;Jo^,■^ . 
00.!, a net deerrasr during tlio year of 
|1,7 ll,"<tili, and a ^rross decrease uf $8,- 
ttl4,8C4 in Circulation secured by bonds. 

DuriuK rlie ye;>r lh7;» banks with an 
aggregatG capital slock of if I0,4i.i,Ul"J 
passed tmt ot the system by tho volun- 
tary liquidaiion. '1 weuty-on<-, includ- 
ing two which failed in lh'.i;(, with a 
CApituI stock of l|p^,770,OOU, became in- 
solvent, and were jriaoed in oharge of 
receivers. 

The feature of the comptroller's re- 
port is his discussion of the .currency 
question, and the defe<^^ts which are 
said to exist in the note issuing iwwers 
vested in national banks. On this sub- 
ject he says^ "No section of the law 
ahould be disturbed which oan not be 
matepa^iy improved vjfm tmd no 
amendxnmit engrafted nuleM snch 
amendment will work oat better results 
than flow from the existing order of 
things. From the present law it mast be 
oonc^ed it has been soooessfiil in every 
material feature, excepting in the mat- 
ter of bank uoce issue, and here the 
failure lufl been but a partial one. The 
UQCes issued by the banks und^r gov- 
ernmental supervision have been uni- 
form in appearance, and under any imd 
all circumstances uf the full face vaiue 
which they purport to carry. Ubey 
have possessed the first requisite of a 
good uuuk note issue — immediate cou- 
vortibilitj in coin upon presentation. 

"It is probable that there could be uo 
butter plan for simply iusoring the note 
holder a;;ainst loss tnau the present ro- 
(luiiemeiit of a deposit of bonds to se- 
cure a bank's (Circulation, but it is ccjual 
ly crtain, however, tliat a method ci.iuld 
be deviHt <i, not less safe in this respect 
and m ai'diiion thereto pos.ses.^^in^ that 
whicli IS (essential and is now wholly 
wantinf? — clasticit}' of issue. The com- 
plaint, thereiure, madf' agaii'st tho pros 
eut system is that, lacking in elasticity 
of issue, it fails to meet as fully as it 
ouKlit the varying wants of the coun- 
try's trado and coninierco. This defect 
must attach to every schenie for a cur- 
rency issued by tho banks aKuinst a de- 
posit of l)onds, the market value of 
which Ihicluates while the piirceiitaK'' 
(it issue, less than tho value of llie 
bonds K^rauted the banks, remains nu- 
chanKe(i. ll must also bo wanting in 
sucli a method because of the delay in 
the face of a pressiiiK need, occasioned 
by a tight money market or other rea- 
sons, in securing and depositing the 
bonds required and taking out tho cir- 
culation thereon. 

"But, serious as this fault, and re- 
tardf ul as it is to the business interests 
of the country, any attempt to remedy 
it, which should lose sight of or in any 
wise make less certain the present un- 
questioned credit^ and covertibility of 
(ne bank issues of the country, could 
not be justitied. It is a duty of govern- 
ments to see tbat the currency which 
olroalates among the people ihall al- 
ways be of the very highest character, 
the soundD<>ss of which should neVer be 
a subject uf iutpiiry. Vat 80 yean the 
American people have had snob a our- 
lenoy. and having seen the value oi it 
both here oud abroad they will not be 
content to have any innovation made 
unless such new departure insures not 
only equal bnt better restdts. 

"It is respectfully suggested that ndk 
only as goou but better rosults would bo 
attained, if the present bank act were 
amended by repealing the provision 
thereof requiring each bank as a pre- 
requisit to entering the system aud 
issuing bank note currency to deposit 
governmont bonds. In lieu of snoh 
provisions should 1)0 substituted one 
permitting tin: banks to is.iU(i circulc-.tinj; 
notes against their assets t<j ua auiount 

oquiii to at leiist 60 per oeut of their nu- 

imnaired capital." 

The coiiii'trollcr follows this sugges- 
tion with the fiu'ther one for the niain- 
tsuance of a safety fund to bo jji-ovided 
by gra<luatpd taxation upon tho out- 
standing circul.tt ion of thu banks uaiil 
the same shall be equal to not less than 
6 oar oeniof the toial of jiaoh.oatitaitd* 



ing circui'ai ion, tins fund to beheld by 
the govoruiiient as an ag(!nt only and 
for the purpose of inuiiediately rodccm 
ing tlie notes of insolvent banks. It i 
immediately to be replenished out of 
the a.s«ots of tin; banks, on which i 
shall have a first and paramount lion 
and from a.s.sessnient to the extent uf 
the double liability on the shareholder.s 

The comptroller says: "Whatever 
ehanges, if any. it would be necessary 
to make in tho present system relating 
to current redemption of bank notes aiul 
tho government's position toward tho 
same and kindred niattors, it is not nee 
essary to sot forth. If the recommeudu 
tious hers made, together with that 
which will follow, should receive con 
aideration at the hands of cougross. a 
bill drawn after careful study and in 
vestigatien of the whole subject would 
neressarily embody all the details inci 
dent to a change from a bond to a safe 
ty fund security as a basia for bank oir 
oulation." 

The oomptroller then dtes snoh proof 
and givei snoh statistioa as seem to him 
to nuke, the plan suggested a perfectly 
safe one to enter npcu. He says: "The 
changes ttfas outlined will npon investi 
gation. it is believed, iffove to be safe 
in affording complete eeourity to the 
note holder and glvd to the bniinew in 
terestaof the country a bank note issue 
responsive to their needs." 

Continuing, the oomptroUer snys 
"The profit upon the issue of olroula 
tion to the banks by such change would 
be so angmented that it is giving to 
them a franchise, for which it is sng 
gested they shotdd be called upon to 
make proper return to tlie general gov 
erument. This return shuuld not, how 
ev(>r, be of such a character as to defeat 
the ends sought in the privilege given 
The currency redemption of the leg i 
tender issues, and the treasury is-iue: 
under the act of l.s'.H), and the reissu.nj 
instead of caiicellaiion of t'ue same 
must always create distrust of t!ic n v 
eruiiK nt's cn'dit abroad, and it wdi si 
long as the laws now UliOU the ItatUIO 
book rieinaiii unchanged. 

"'I'lie gem rai governiiient ought to b( 
wholly tree I'roiii tiie direct issuing and 
redc(e!nin;.C ot i cites to pass as iiioji"' 
among tlie pioiile. No goverunii lit li.i 
evrr yrt succt Nsfiilly engaged in so oo 
ing, anil the e.vpcnence of the govern 
nient ot tlie United Stales has iirovou 
no excujition to tho rule. The geiicnil 
cost ol' loss entailed upon the govern 
ment, aud the repeated periods of uu 
c rtainty as to tne government crudit 
and tho stability of our monetary sys 
tem have bt en so great as to make the 
legal tender and trbosury issues of IH'JO 
one of the o.'cfraordiuary Dordeus plucec 
upon the people. \ 

'■Tlie.se issues ought to be redeemed, 
and cancelled, and the government thus 
enabled to retire from the banking bus- 
iness, a business for which it is poariy 
equipped. Tho iiitontiou of those \vii>j 
til St authorised tho legal tender issues 
was that it should so retire at the 
earliest practicablo moment. The ^st 
cougresiuonal enactment signed by Presi 
dent Oraat after his inangaration us 
chief exeoative waa one reaaaerttng tin 
determination of the government to 
preserve unquestioned the pnblio faith, 
and the dosmg clause of it was: 'And 
the United Htates also solemnly pledges 
its-<aith to moke provision at the eai-1- 
iest practicable period for theredemp 
tion of United States notes in coin.' " 

In the light of the present condition 
of the goveruiutnit's fluances, tiie cunip 
troller continues: "That which ougiit 
to have been d.mc when th'TO wa.s 
surplus ill the ircasiiry can not now bi 
iiiuiertaken, and tlie same conditions 
must cuiitinne to weakon tho couiitry'B 
credit and plague tlio lines of business, 
uniess a means is devised for removing 
these i>r<ues unm the channel of current 
rodemption until sui'il tune as the gov 
eminent linds itself in a position to do 
that whiL'h at lirst was the intent of all 
— gradually reiUn ni and cancel them 
Tho ultimate redemption of coin, of 
course, must, all be up<jn the govern- 
ment, but tho (Miibarrassment does not 
arise from th(ur ultimate, trartftoin their 
current re(iemption. 

"it IS thend'ore suggested that if con- 
gress shall repeal tlio provisions of tho 
present act, re(iuiring the national 
bauiu to make a deposit of government 
bonds in order to secure circulating 
notes, and substitute there.ore a pro- 
vision giving them instead the right to 
issue the same against their assets, it 
incorporates therein, and as a part 
thereof, that as a prerequisite to so do- 
ing tho banks be compelled to deposit 
with the treaaurar of the United titates 
legal tender issues or issues tmder the 
act of 1890 equal in amount to the dif- 
ference between the percentage of their 
capital stock of iseoei aranted against 
their asset* and the total of aooh oa^tal 
stock. 

"The deposits thna mkto ought to re- 
main with the treastirervalU cm bank 
ceased, either throagh>wwitM7 or in- 
voluntary liquidation to do business, 
and in either case the govemhient 
ought to then redeem and cancel such 
treasury issues deposited. As against 
thisdepoait of legel tenders and treaa- 
ury notes so made there shoAld be is- 
sued to the banks dollar for dollar na- 
tional bank notes, either of the same or 
differeut design as mifrht be deemed 
best. The percentage of the bank notes 
issued against this deposit should be 
free from any taxation Imposed npon 
circulation and ought to be such per- 
centage as is deemed equitable to be 
used as a part uf the bank's legal re- 
serve held against deposits. 

"The government should not under- 
take or in anywise become responsiblo 
for tile cuireiit rode;ii|)tiiin of these 
notes. Its respon.sibihiv should end 
with Its redemption of the notes do- 
jKisited to .secure .^uch oirculaiion wluMi 
the bank coxses to exist. At I)ro8ollt a 
current redemption fund of ii per tent 
of the outHiandiiig circulation is found 
siinicieut, and it is probable that in the 
fuiurie nu greater amoant would be 
requu'cd. 

'The daetioitv of imo in the jiattcm- 



al bank circulation will b(* round in tiie 
per(!eutago of i.-isue against as-ets sub- 
ject to tlio necessary rates of ta.icatioiis 
and insun^d by an adeipite safety fund 
to guarantee tlie note holders agani-t 
loss. goM riimiMil will be aide i, 

the bank given in cM liange a dollar lor 
every dollar deposited, ami thus relieved 
uf the loss iiieid(!iit to depositing an 
amount of its capital stock in ex('ess oi 
the return in iiot(is granted it. No vio- 
lent contraction of the curnMiey would 
follow such a cour.se, but whenever eon 
traction occurs it wunld be not loso 
gradual tli. n at other tUiel theazpou- 
sion incident tlien io. 

"It is sugge>te,l that as a mnrossary 
el(-ineut to tlie securing of proper el.is- 
ticity of issue in our bank nut(M'urreiicy 
.Section It, act .luly 12. l.Si)2. rcgmatiiig 
the rctiremi'ut and issuing of (lirculation 
to banks within a ti.xed period of time, 
should 1x1 rejHjaled and also that an 
ainendiiient should he made to tho law 
necessitating the hank'- keeping in tiie 
office of the comptroller of the currency 
a sufficient amount of blank uot(^s as 
will enable them to secure circulation 
at onoe instead of after a period of 
delay. 

"Uuggestions have been received from 
many eminent sources that the whoh 
question of a banking aud currenoy sys 
tem ought to be referred by congress t 
a commission to be created by law, ap 
pointed by the president, and olothei i 
with proper authority. A oommissiou. 
non-partisan in its character, oompoaed 
of men of eminent sUliUea, oonld on 
questionably devise a ourrouoy *ysten^ 
sound in every port, and one which 
would cor mend itself to every interest 
of the ccimtrj. It could largely take 
the qoeetkm oat of polities.

by he nos gathered up a large sum of 
monagr.

^MKHICAN . mSIDlNTS IN CHINA. 

It Is BellATMl That Th»j Ara Being Ainplj 
Pr«»tected During the War. 

Washinoton, Doc. 3.- It is stated 
positively at tho department of state 
that there is no fresh reason for appns- 
hension touuhing the safety of Ameri- 
can residents of Pekin, and that United 
States Minister Deuby has not maee 
any appeal to the department for pro- 
tection since his original dispatch sent 
some time ago and referred to at the 
time in the Associated Press dispatch<>s, 
in which he stated that should the Jai)- 
anese troops attack Pekin the safety of 
the foreign residents might bo threat- 
ened aud it would bo well to send a 
force of United tttates murines to pro 
tect the legation. 

As is customary in snch cases, this 
dispatch waa prtmiptly coni'nuii!cat('d 
to tlie navy departinent, and ."I'l marines 
were ordered to he transferred from the 
other vessels of the .American Heot to the 
Monocacy at Tieii-Tsin, iie,irby Pekin. 
In addition. Admiral Carpeiiler was in- 
structed to put himself in eominunica- 
timi with Minister Deiiby and to use 
his discretiiiii in doing everything neces- 
sary to insure the safety of the Ameri- 
can residents. All of this took place 
some time ago, aud since tiien Mr. Den- 
by has mm h no further application for 
piotectiou. He IS at liberty at any time 
to trau.-^f(.r liis le^Mtion to Tien-Tsin, 
wlieie It VMjiiM be almost under the 
guns of the Moimeacy, and, in fact, he 
was authori.;ed to do this at a very early 
Stage in the war. when tin; Chiue.se 
showed .synipt<niis of disatl'ection at the 
lirst reverses sustained by their armies. 

The legation would certainly be inuch 
safer at Tieu-Tisn than at I'eXin, a^ it is 
impossible for even tho light draft 
Mon(wa<'y to_ navigate tho river up to 
tho latter city at this season of the 
year. But tlie lact t li.it Mr. Donby, a.- 
tliough the means uf cummunicaMoa 
are open, has not recently asked f>ir aid 
from the department is regiirded as evi- 
dence that ho feels no apprehfeusion at 
present, aud this view is supported by 
the cable advices from Ciie-Foo to tile 
effect that, encouraged by the prospect 
of a rostor..tiou of peace, many of the 
foreign residents of ^'ekiu, who hud 
takou refuge at Tien-Ttdu. weTd return 
ing to Pekin. 

Alt .VriiiiHlice I'limiible. 

LoNfioN, l)(^c. 3.— A dispatch to Tho 
Times from Che-Foo says that it is re- 
ported that the Japuucsu fleet is desirui.s 
of taking a mure prominent part in tue 
war. The fleet was seen off W^ii-Hai- 
Wei, but has now disappeared. Wei- 
Hai-Wei is strongly defended. The 
Chinese fleet is inidde tho harbor. Uo- 
infurcements are being poured iu from 
the laud side. General Shang is iu 
command. He is a braw aud compe- 
tent otttcer, and is aasisteS by several 
foreigners. 

The Chines* people fear that if peace 
is made the disbanded troopa will com- 
mit outrages. 

In 10 days' time all the traffic north- 
ward wili close. The Japanese wili 
have to act quickly if thoy intend to 
attack Pekin. 

The last reliable report receive i m 
Che-Foo states that Japan has iuforuie.i 
tho Anieiican minister that she is will- 
ing to negotiate if China sue> for pea. e. 
This China has done, su au anuistice is 
likely to he arranged.

3.— Mr. Detring, the 
envoy who visited .lapan for the pur 
pose of negotiating a peace aud wnose 
mission proved a failure, the prime min- 
ister declining to meet him, has written 
a private letter to the piime minister 
denying that he was senc to Japan by 
Lii Bnng Chang ^

Washinoto.n, I>c. ;j. — The seoond 
session of the Fifty- third congress be- 
gins at neon today. Beyond the passage 
of the regular appropriation bills, it 
seoms probable that little in the way 
of Icgisliiiion will be ac omplished at 
tho short sussion, although several im- 
portant propositions will doubtlees ba 
pressed to the front. 

Among the memben of the dominant 
party in the honse, over half of whom 
were defeated for re-eleotioa, there is a 
great deal of bitter feeling agdnst the 
adminiatration for real or fancied 
grievanoaa. It will ba the purpose of 
the Democratic leaders to euro as for as 
possible tiie display of resentment. 

In the course of the session, it is un- 
derstood, the Nicaragua canal project 
will be brought prominently forward. 
At the opening of the congress, how- 
ever, routine matters will be kept to the 
fore to stave off as far as possible un- 
pleasant references to tho olectiou, 
which would prove distasteful to tho 
majority, but this policy can bo only 

fiartially snccciisiful, as the latitade al- 
owed in debate on appropriation bills 
will throw the doors qpen to ramaiks 

on any .iuli.ject. 

Hefore the adjournment for the holi- 
days It will bi- necessary to pa.ss an aji- 
propriatioii to carry out the taritf bill 
provision levying a ta.x on incoiues, the 
collection of which bi gins .Ian. 1, and, 
while it will no doubt meet with much 
opposition and lend to a general revii-w 
uf the arguments against such a tax, 
the general iuipressum is that it Will 
pass by a large majority. 

Tlieiinpeaclimeiit of .Judge Ricksoftha 
northern district of Ohio will also fur- 
nish a diversion lud'ore tho holidays if 
the judiciary committee which investi- 
gated the charges should inesent a reso- 
lution of impeachment and it should 
carry. The trial would occur in tho 
senate, the chief justice presiding. Im- 
peachment proceedings are rare and 
nowd and this one, the first since the 
trial uf President Johnson, WOldd at- 
tract national attention. 

Nothing will be done today probably 
beyond the reading of the president's 
message. Nu definite program has 
been arranged for the remainder of tha 
week. The committee on appropria* 
tions, however, has two bills almost 
prepared, the pensions and fortifications 
bills, and they will be reported on 
Tuesday, so that work upon them oan 
be entered upon Wednesday. 

The senate vrill begin with a full cal- 
endar, the result of committee action 
during the long Mssion, and it contains 
at least 200 iMms, covering a wid(^ 
rauge of matters. Nothing has traus- 
pired to indicate which uf th(;se -.^oo 
questions will re<»ive first attention, 
wh»!thor they will lie taken iu their 
order, or whether tho calendar will be 
followed at all. 

Muoh Interest is felt among ri nators 
of all political beliefs iu the president s 
mess.ago and iu tho reconimeiidations 
which the secretary ot tho treasury will 
m.ike on linanciiU qu^-stions. Tliesu 
will luive much to do in directing tho 
course of I hi* senate. In tlii»se aro 
recomniend.il ions for radical dejiartures 
in financial methods tin y are sun; to 
lead to uiuch .^pceelnnaking early in tho 
session, and later to form the basis of 
committee lu^tions. 

Significance is also attached to Sen- 
ator Vuorhees' declaration that he will 
a.sk tho tiiianco committee to sit on 
Tuesday. Tuesday is the day for the 
regular wi'ekly meeting of this c(jnimit- 
te(3, bat it does not ordinarily meet so 
promptly after tho twsembling of the 
sonato. Chairman Voorhoes declines to 
state the object of the meeting further 
thau to say that it is to be held for - the 
purpose of p(>rmittiug un exchange of 
views among members. It is poMible 
that his purpose may be to arrange a 
jiolicy upon the supplemental tariff 
bills. These bills have all been reported 

Sf the oommittee, but it may be con* 
dered neoessaiy to diaonas them fur- 
ther before deoidlng npon a ^aa of no- 
tion. 

Tha Democratic majority of the 
finance committee is on record in favor 
of the passage of the bills, and it ia not 
imprubable that the early action of the 
aeaimittee is sought to frustrate any at< 
tempt te prevant consideration. Thia la 
not altogether rarmlae, for it is known 
that some of the so-oalled conservative 
senatershave advised that a general 
par^ ooaf erenoa be held soon after the 
senate oonvenea for the oonsideratiou of 
this question. The experience of last 
session showed that whenever caucuses 
were held the oonaarvnttvaa carried 
thoir iKiints. Henoe thwa ia raaioa for 
the prompt action of ths 'fkiasill of tlM 
supplementary bills. 

There appears to bo nothing outside 
of financial or tariflf (questions IL.ely to 
excite a ripple durini.' the week, and it 
is not certain, that whatever may hap- 
pen later in the stission, there will bo 
much in t licee lines to disturb the gen- 
eral serenity of the senato during the 
next few days. In any event the daily 
sessions of thf' sveek will be short, with 
the probabilitior; strongly in favor of an 
adjournment from Thursday until ICOS* 
day of tho week following.

MoxTooMKRY, Ala., Deo. 8.— The 
•tate of Al:ib;iiiiii, fur tho first time in 
itB history, ha-s two govcruors and t\v^ 
separatu sets of state oilicers. (TovcriiW 
Oiites mi(i thoHo olu(;tt'd on liis tioki^t 
prehidf at tiio stato house. Captaiu 
Koll) and liis cabimst liavo not i.n- 
noaiiced their ollioial (luaiturs. 

At uoon, surrouudcd !>>• mninbcrs of 
the logisluturc aud ^vit)l th*; usual mili- 
tary display, rulmiei Oaios took tho 
oath of ollico upon tiie ^t^•l).s of the state 
capital. To avoid any possibility of 
•nythiug like vmluuco luortj than 
compauics of stato troops, with loaded 
cartridf?t'8 in their bults, were present, 
and participated in the iaaagaratiou 
OSremoDies. They were, howwrw. with* 
ont disorderly eveut. 

Kolb and his cabinet, iu the dreary 
littli! office of a notary public, had that 
oflicial udmiaisttir to tnem the oath of 
office. Immediately thereafter the com- 
pany marched together to the capital, 
the prosram being that an inangont) 
•ddreM from the steys should be mada. 
Axriving there they f oond ererr en* 
tnuioe to the capital gronnda lioad with 
ilwoje. 

Tbe per^went np the front walk 
and dxew mp near the right end <tf the 
Mg ftone etepe. Withent deliar a de- 
taobmeatcf troopawai plaoed be tw eea 
them and the itepe. ReaUilng that this 
wae eqniralent to notice that the ad- 
dkeie would not be tolerated from the 
ei^tal itepe, Captain Kolb aonght Qor- 
•mar Jonee to aaoertain if th«y nad oor> 
leotly interpreted the aitaation. GK>T< 
emor Jones politely assured them that 
thty had. The KelUtee then withdrew 
to the street in front of Capital sqaare, 
and there the inangoration speech was 
heard. 

In his speech Kolb said, among other 
things: "As outlined in my address to 
the people, I propose to take the oath of 
oflce and be sworu iu an tarvnat de 
jure of this state. If u fair and honest 
contest law is passed by the present 
geueral assembly, that would settle all 
the trouble and be satisfactory to tho 
peopli' as well as myself. If this act of 
justice is denied to us theu wu will 
make an appeal to the general govern* 
ment." 

Referrinf; in his iiiau;,'ural address to 
charges of fraud. (Jovernor Oates said: 
"If there were any irregularities or 
false counts returned iu favor of niy 
election it was attributable to an ap- 
prehension of the white pt'opl(> of these 
counties that they might, in the event 
of the election of my competitor, be 
again suhjectrd to flagrant wrongs and 
humiliation^ .similar to those the}' en- 
dured from IStir 'o 1^;.'). The conduct 
of our oj/idint'iits in (juittiiig tlieir party 
has coll^tltuled the greatest obstruction 
to seeur.ug jn'rleetly fair elections, and 
peace aud quiet have been dt nied to the 
people of th(! btate by tho ruthless aui- 
•itiun of one man. " 

It has develoued that there is a split, 
a decided split, iu tlio I'opulist ranks on 
tlie inauguration move. It has leaked 
out that tho member* of that party in 
the legishitur" were united against tho 
inauguraUoii of t'aptain Kolb, aud did 
all in 'heir power, by writing to their 
coiistitue!iis, to luH^p Kolb'i sapporters 
from ttie city Saturday. 

Oulookers at the Kolb inauguration 
recall the f-icts that only two or three 
of the Populist memlx'rs were iu the 
crowd which heard Kolb's address. 
Kolb doterniiued u}K)n the inanguraticm 
scheme which called his supporters here 
without consulting any of his party 
leaders. Those who will talk knowledge 
they would have counciled against it. 
It has uiKiuestiouably produced friction 
In tho ranks. 

The Democrat leaders here think they 
know Kolb's porpose. They beliere he 
■imply wants to put himself on record. 
llMy Mlieve his scheme is to sand a 
meeiage to the legidlatore demanding a 
fair eleotioa contest law. He wUl, as 
governor, give Warren 8. Reese a oer* 
tificate of eleotipu as seaateir from Ala- 
bama, aud will iasoe aimilar oertlflcatea 
to the four or five ooBteMng oongres- 



Govemor Oatee will aign the certifi- 
cates of the gentlemen deelared to ha 
^ted, and ^Ib that the Bepnblioana 
and Fvpollste in the honie vrilf aeat the 
eonteetanti and thereby virtnallv recog- 
nise his aa the proper oredentiala. An- 
other meeting m the Kulbitee ia called 
for tomorrow. No one can stato at thii 
time what will be done after the men- 
■age ia sent to the legialatore nntilthe 
meeting tomorrow determines. 

A dose friend of the Kolbs announced 
, laat night that he vrill at once assume 
all the prerogatives of governor, will 
make appointments, send messages to 
the legislative and do any other official 
duties he can under the circumstances. 

The following bill will be introduced 
in the AUbama house of representa- 
tives by Thomas Knight, the represent- 
ative from Fale. It reads as follows: 

"Be it enacted that it shall not be 
lawful for any person to take the oath 
of office far the discharge of the duties 
of any publio office created by tho Ukws 
uf this state or to take npou himself to
